LINCOLN, Jan. 18 —iS8pec al.)—The clos-
ing session of the Nebraska Horticultural
aoclety opened at 10 a. m. Mr, O, H. Barn-
Bill, dolegate from the lowa State Horti-
cultural soclety, presented a paper ©n
“Cover Cropa.”" A cover crop la a €rop |
grown in the orchard to eover the ground
during the fall and winter months and han
thess advaniages: It protects the roots of
trees from wister killlng, catohes and holds
the snow o winter, which In itselfl Is a
cover and also adds molsture; adds humus
(decayed vegetahle matter) to the soll
Where the orchard t» given perfectly clean
culture, the humus may be exhausted. It
adds fertility to the soll by adding humuns
and prevents loss of nitrogen and other
soil properties by leaching.

At Amen, Ia., oats and rape sown In Au-
gust have gl en best results, Cow peas
are vory eatensively grown In the south
as a cover crop and add fertility to the
soll and under every conditlon Is found
one of the best crops to cultivate for this
purpose. E. F. Diehl of Leesburg, Ind,
bas had excellent resulls with cow peas
and highly recommends them. They shouid
be drilled in June | at the rate of one
bushel to two or three ncren. E. B Gav
of Griawold, la, planted cow peas In his
orchard July 20 and they grew to two fect
high.

Telln of Min OHwn Eaperience.

Mr. Barnhill recited Bis experience In His
own orchurd of twelve acres, which, being
under good cultivation, madg a vigorous
growth and did well anti]l the very trying
winter In Fehruary, 1800, The orchard
being perfectly clean, with bare ground,
his trees suffered from the roots and were
killed. Proceeding wi'h his subject, Mr
Harnhill discussed the comparative ad-
vantages of oats, r,e, cow peas, halry
vetch and rape, with the result that whils
he felt that halry veteh was one of the

best plan ;. to use for the purpose, the
aced wis net obtainable ‘n commercinl
quantities. When there was molsture

enocugh by August 1 to sprout seeds very
favorable fesults were obtalved by sowlng
oals, uud It would also be practicable to
maks use of the cow pea. Mr. Barnhill's
paper aroused & great deal of dlscussion.

L. A. Goodman of the Ozark Orchard com-
pany of southerp F.ssour] discussed their
methods In the cultlvatlon of orchards,
compriging 140,000 sppls trees and 30,000
peach trees. They uwe cow peas freely for
summer cover crop to the extent of 300 io
400 acres each summer, In their ellmate,
whore thoy can plow and where rye will
grow most of the winter, they plow under
these cow peas in the fall and seed to rve.
The rye Is allowed to grow unill late
spring and then thst Is turned under. In
that way they Increase thelr store of soil
fertility. In their climate and In thelr
poll It Is best sulted to success. Thelr
method of eulture there s to rely on the
two-horse plow for the middle ground be-
tween the rows of trees, plowing from
three to four inches in depth. The last four
furrows next to the trees are plowed with
one-horse small plows, outting about two
fnches in dep} s ;

Telln of I"'r-ll Gathering in State.

Mr. Youngern of Geneva remarked that in
gathering fruit in Nebraska for years the
plokers find the best fruit in well enltivated
orchards. Their habit is_to plow twice,
and also disk or harrow ten times during
the season. The discusslon developed the
fact that the annual rainfall in southern
Missourt wae thirty-six inches, in central
and eastern Nebraska twenty to twenty-
elght Inches; that o Nebraska summer
crops in the orchards, divided and ab-
stracted, neoded molsture from the orchard
traes.

A member Inquired If corn ahould be
plantedd In young erchards and the answer
of President Marshall was that they planted
corn for a year or two; they had once
planted potatoes In the orchards, and
found potatoea (nvited gophers, which were
very difMeult to handle, and they no longer
plant potatoes In the orchards.

A gentleman from Richardson county
tried plowing the central spaces between
the rows, leaving the surface rough for the
winter; he however left an elght-foot strip
next to the trees In the cover crop. A gen-
tleman reported experience In Massachu-
#etts; orchards belng grazed by hogs were
comparatively free from coddling moths,

Dr. Bessey read a letter of regret from
Herman Von Schrenk, stating he was con-
fined to his bed by a serlous (llness and
regretied he could not be present.

Me urged the su-
preme importance of gathering ample sup-
plies of cholee frult and placing some (o
cold storage, enough not only to open the
exhibit, but to assist in covering defects
and short supplies at any time during the
exhibit, He urged the value of gathering
the cream of exhibite from the states Into
a central exhibit In some portlon of the
exhibit, where the very best from each
state exhibit should bo condensed on & cen-
tral table enabling hortlcultural students
to see the very best from all the states and
comparing the appearance of any one va-
riety In one state and behavior in all other
etates.

Lounls Waorld's Falr.

Propose to Avold Error in Buildings.

Al 8t, Louls they propoted to avold the
errors In bullding and methods of previous
exhiblts. Prof. Taylor's familiarity with
this work enabled him to discuss the de-
fects of previous exbibits, from which he
belleved the coming exhibit in 8t. Louls
would be free. The bullding for agriculture
and hortieulture has a foor space of be-
tween thirty-two and thirty-three acres.
Prof. . W. Taylor, who was former sec-
retary and president of our soclety, has
been appolnted chief of agriculture and act-
ing chief of horticulture. It is hoped to
make the agricultural and hortieultural ex-
hibits the largest and best ever made in
the world., Ry resolution the whole aub-
Ject of exhibits at 8t. Louls, with power to
act, was placed In the hands of the px-
ecutive board of the soclety.

I.. M, Russell's paper was on “Last Sea-
son's Peach Crop and its Lessona.” Thelr
crop lnst season was about 30,000 baskets,
When they commenced planting many years
ago they used forty-five varieties. The
major portion of the Iast erchard has been
plarted with Alexander, Early Rivers,
Hale's Early, Russett, Triumph, Champlon,
Hill's Chill, Crosby, Elberts, Wright and
Balway., Culture Is three years !n corn,
then oultivated to middle of July, after
which weed growth for the rest of the
season. Mr. Russell favors the etxended
planting of peaches In this climate. Trees
come into bhearing at an early age, usually
nhout the third or fourth season. Not in-
frequently the best trees yield a bushel
the fourth season.

Humorons Paper Presented.

Much amusement was created at thils
point by the reading of a humorous paper
on the relation of the nurserymen to the
tree-planter, by Mr. Youngers. In a happy
vein this hit off the work of the lightning
salesman and the surprising gullibility of
many of the tree-planters; mentioned that
in Fillmore county & salesman was actually
solling peach trees at §1 ecach, and these
peaches were warranted to keep well Into
the winter, to be used from the oellar
like Ben Davis apples; there was alaso men-
tioned the sale of peach trees budded on
the maple to give them harder wood. He
sald the best thing for the Intending planter
is to keep carefully posted In the hortl-
cultural literature and methods of the day.
